As if we do not have enough prob-

ow does a businessman react to this? 
ettainly not as a businessman, but like 
eryone else, as a citizen suddenly made 
vare that peace is no longer “peanuts” 
t a matter of the survival of the human 
ce. If none of us, regardless of our 
cupations, is immune from the total 
rvastation that another war will bring, 
(tainly neither is any one of us immune 
om our responsibility to help secure the 
ace and avoid the consequences. 
)But even if annihilation does not 
jme — and we might as well call it 
jnnihilation” rather than war, since the 
ilitary experts tell us that is what it 
ill be — a schizophrenic world does 
nt mean a peaceful world. We can’t 
7 we have peace just because we don’t 
var the missiles screaming overhead or 
e the “toadstool” clouds (why call them 
ushroom clouds? toadstools, after all, 
e the poisonous fungi) off in the dis- 
ince. 
Peace is not just an absence of war, but 
1 absence of all threats of war and the 
achinery of war. Who can say whether 
is the arms race which causes threats 
war or threats of war which cause the 
ims race? We can surmise safely, how- 
er, that if the arms race were halted, 
ernational tensions would be eased con- 
derably. Another thing is certain, no

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is economically unsound. As a business- 
man, I recognize that the inflationary 
spiral is caused in good part by the expend- 
itures we are making in the arms race. 
The monies we spend are nonproductive 
and wasteful. If these funds could be 
released for capital investment in schools, 
hospitals, research, highways, and loans to 
the underdeveloped countries of the world, 
an unheralded era of prosperity could be 
ushered into the world. 


My own formula for peace is a simple 
one. Strengthen the United Nations so 
that it has the power to make law, to 
interpret law through its own courts, to 
enforce world law with its own police force. 
I believe that the United Nations should 
be given complete control in the field of 
prevention of war and adjudication of 
international disputes. Certainly, because 
of lack of mutual trust and confidence 
among the nations of the world, this isn’t 
going to happen tomorrow morning or 
next year. But it must happen sometime 
soon.

An Ecumenical Trip 

During the summer of 1958, Dr. Gerald E. 
Knoff, executive secretary of the Division of 
Christian Education, NCCC, made a round-the- 
world tour in conjunction with his participating 
in the 14th World Convention of the World 
Council of Christian Education which was held 
in Tokyo, Japan. We bring you, in part, a 
few paragraphs from his report. 

This (the Convention) was the first 
world Christian gathering held in Tokyo 
since the war. It was a great experience 
to see more than 4,000 assembled there for 
the Convention and to see that number 
augmented to 11,000 crowded into the 
great Tokyo sports arena on two oc- 
casions. 

I came away from the eventful two 
weeks in Japan feeling that the Japanese 
Church is making an effective witness in 
that country for Christ and His Gospel. 
The words of Prime Minister Kishi greatly 
impressed us all as he welcomed us on the 
opening night. 

“Japan is not a Christian country, in 
that those professing Christianity consti- 
tute a rather small minority of its vast 
population. But the fact is beyond dispute 
that Japanese Christians —- humble fol- 
lowers as well as outstanding leaders of 
the faith — have made signal contribu- 
tions to the social progress and spiritual 
uplift of the nation, wielding a powerful 
moral influence all out of proportion to 
their numbers through their exemplary 
conduct, their piety, their spirit of service 
and helpfulness.” 

The Bible Society of Japan is proud of 
its recently translated Bible. The evan- 
gelistic and agricultural work seems flour- 
ishing. The congregational vitality in the 
two churches I visited seemed evident and 
I had many reasons to be thankful for 
what I saw. 

We were all happy that Toyohiko 
Kagawa could give the opening address 
of the Assembly. What a wonderful man 
he is, even though enfeebled now by 
illness and the accumulated effects of his 
sacrificial life! 

It is difficult for a visitor to know how 
great an impact the Convention and re- 
lated meetings made upon Japan. Cer- 
tainly it is clear that the sessions brought 
a tremendous encouragement to the Japan- 


ese Christian Church. It is safe to 
say that thousands of young children saw 
foreign Christians in this kind of a meet- 
ing for the very first time in their lives. 
This was one of the truly significant 


results of the meeting as I see it. Lay 
people were there; ministers of small 
churches of Japan were therey young 


people were there. It was large and repre- 
sentative enough to be a good cross section 
of the Church of Japan. The Convention 
truly got down to the roots. 

What quiet joy one takes in being a 
Christian after one sees the heroic work 
carried on in Hong Kong, as well as in 
many other places, which is made possible 
by the faithfulness of Christians from all 
over the world. I wish you could have 
stood with me inside a milk station in 
Kowloon, Hong Kong, looking out into 
the bright sunlight and seeing the little 
refugee boys and girls come by the open 
door holding up their small bowls. Each 
one received a great ladle full of milk, 
fortified with vitamins, and over the 
pasteurizing kettles was this sign written 
in Chinese and later translated for me: 
“These foodstuffs are donated by the people 
of the United States of America and Church 
World Service, assigned to give it to you, 
to show their love and friendship. Please, 
do not sell it or exchange it. But eat it 
and keep yourself healthy.” 


Another vivid experience came to me 
on the front porch of an Indian minister’s 
home just outside Suva. Two young Chris- 
tian Indian men of one of the Indian con- 
gregations had driven me over a bumpy, 
dusty road which nevertheless did afford 
some panoramic views of the island. On 
the minister’s front porch he showed me 
the river valley road along which only 
about 75 years ago the first missionaries 
to the Fiji people traveled away from Suva 
into the back country. They went up the 
road and never came back. The Fijis were 
cannibals then. Today of the native Fiji 
population more than 80% are Christian 
and neither in Nandi where I spent two 
nights nor in Suva where I spent one are 
there any keys for their rooms. The 
simple answer of the desk clerk was, 
“We don’t have any use for keys here at 
this hotel.” What a contrast in eighty 
years!

It 
may be that this decision was made after 
a stormy struggle within your heart, as the 
life-and-death struggle of a ship plowing 
its uncertain way through angry and 
obstinate waves into the safety of the 
sheltered harbor; or it may be that you 
have arrived at this point as a logical result 
of many years of acquaintance with the 
Word of God and with the saving power 
of the Lord, as the silent gliding of a 
canoe upon the surface of a mirrored and 
placid lake. It may be that your experience 
of salvation was convulsive and _ soul- 
shaking in its majesty, or it may be that 
in answer to a simple and reasoned faith 
the Lord entered your heart in calm 
serenity, bringing with Him His joy, His 
peace, and His assurance of the forgive- 
ness of your sins. It is possible that you 
have come into the Christian fold out of 
the murky depths of sin, out of the night 
of wickedness, having drunk the dregs 
of iniquity; or it may be that salvation has 
become a reality in your life as the almost 
inevitable consequence of a splendid Chris- 
tian environment and training. 


Whatever has been your motive in com- 


ing, whatever the manner or attendant 
experiences of your coming, the point 
is — the marvelous and important point 
is — you have come. You have arrived! 


You have come, by the Grace of God, 
to that supreme moment for which you 
were created. In answering the call of 
Christ, in receiving Him as your personal
